Many departments of the Univer- 
sity sre lending their technical ser- j 
vices to the government In Its recov- 
ery program, a census of the institu- 
tion has revealed. These services I 
have taken the form of clerical, di- 
rectional, and Interpretative func- 
tions. 

Chief among the Interpretive aids 
was the series of talks on "The Re- 
covery Legislation #id Its Signifi- 
cance." sponsored Jointly by the 
College of Commerce, the Lexington 
Board of Commerce, and the Inter- 
national Affairs class of the Wo- 
men's club of the University. Six 
weekly talks constituted the series, 
and the speakers Included Dr Prank 
L. McVey, Dr. Edward Wlest, Dr. 
Lucian H. Carter, Dr. Harry Best. 
Prof. Rodman Sullivan. Dean 
Thomas P. Cooper, and Prof. James 
W Martin. More than 1.000 citizens 
of Lexington and nearby communi- 
ties heard talks In this series. 

Further Information regarding the 
government s plans to end the de- 
pression has been broadcast from 
the University radio studios of 
WHAS by speakers from the com- 
merce and agriculture colleges. 

The technical aid of the Depart- 
ment of Civil Engineering was called 
upon in the consumation of the 
United States Coast and Oeodetic

Edward W. Rannels, head of the 
Department of Art. Is chairman of 
the committee which is administrat- 
ing the Public Works of Art pro- 
ject under the CWA. Five Lexing- 
ton artists and two assistants are 
now employed In this work. 

A four-day conference on educa- 
tion programs for the unemployed, 
sponsored by the state Department 
of Education, was held at the Uni- 
versity. January 2 to 5. This meet- 
ing, the first of its kind to be held 
in Kentucky, was called by Homer 
W. Nichols, director of the division 
of special education in the state 
Department of Education. Two ses- 
sions were held daily, and approxi- 
mately 100 persons attended each 
session. 

The College of Agriculture and

Complete Six-Weeks Classes 
to He Conducted for Un- 
employed High School 
Graduates 

F.E.R.A. SPONSORS WORK 

A complete six-weeks free exten- 
sion course for unemployed high 
school graduates was started Tues- 
day. January 2. and will end Satur- 
day. February 10. according to an 
announcement from the extension 
department today. 

No registration fee or tuition Is 
required, the expense of Instruction 
being covered by funds provided bv 
the Federal Emergency Relief ad- 
ministration, and facilities for 
teaching being furnished free by the 
University. 

To be eligible for the Instruction, 
a student must be a high school 
graduate and unemployed. No stu- 
dent may carry more than six hours 
or two subjects. Those taking mathe- 
matics are limited to one course. No 
student may take two sections of 
English, such as lb and la. simul- 
taneously. Classes meet daily, ex- 
cept Saturday, at the time indicat- 
ed on the schedule, and every stu- 
dent must attend at least 75 per cent 
of the sessions to gain credit. Final 
examinations will be arranged by 
the extension department on the last 
day of the session. 

Twelve courses are being offered, 
ten of which are three-hour and two 
are five-hour courses. Subjects of 
the courses are: English, French, 
political science. Survey of Educa- 
tion, College Algebra, beginning bot- 
any, beginning Spanish. Problems of 
Citizenship, and Introduction of 
Modern

The wheat adjustment program 
was handled by the college through 
Its extension division, including the 
county agricultural agents. This 
wheat work will add from $200,000 
to $250,000 to farmers' Incomes. 

The college Is now handling the 
tobacco adjustment work, which will 
Increase Kentucky tobacco growers' 
incomes by probably $10,000,000 this 
year and next. The corn-hog ad- 
justment program will follow at 
once and will probably add $5,000,000 
to farmers' incomes ln this state. 
This plan will be handled through 
the county agents, the same as to- 
bacco and wheat The College of 
Agriculture also is helping ln the 
dairy adjustment program of the 
AAA.
